‘HEAVEN  AND  HELL’  IS 
RABBI’S  TOPIC  TONIGHT 

Great  interest  has  been  manifest  in 
the  subject  announced  for  Rabbi  Mar- 
golis’  address,  at  the  ‘Oneg  Shabbat’ 
gathering  in  the  Agudath  Achim  Syna- 
gogue, Rideau  Street,  tonight  at  8.30. 

The  Rabbi  will  speak  on  ‘The  Jewish 
Concept  of  Heaven  and  Hell’,  which  is 
one  of  the  least  understood,  and  most 
abused  subjects  in  Jewish  intellectual 
and  pseudo-intellectual  life. 


SPEAKER  TO  DESCRIBE 
CHALUTZIM  CAMPAIGN 

A member  of  the  Vaad  Hapoel  of  the 
Histradruth  and  guest  speaker  at  the 
two  meeting-s  which  will  be  held  in 
Ottawa  this  week-end  under  the  auspices 
of  the  local  Chalutzim  Campaign  Com- 
mittee. Mr.  Joseph  Gurion  will  speak 
in  English  on  Sunday,  February  6th  at 
the  Chateau  Laurier  and  in  Yiddish  at 
the  Talmud  Torah  on  Monday.  Both 
meetings  are  open  and  will  commence 
at  8.30  p.m. 

Joseph  Gurion  arrived  in  Eretz 
Yisroel  when  a mere  lad  of  fifteen  and 
in  the  twenty-five  years  which  followed, 
rose  to  the  forefront  of  the  Chalutz 
movement.  After  a short  course  in  Agri- 
culture, he  became  a member  of  a Work- 
ers’ Colony,  at  Ber  Tuvyiah,  where  he 
resided  till  1924. 

The  outbreak  of  the  war  and  the  for- 
mation of  the  Jewish  legion  imposed  new 
duties  on  the  pioneers  and  Joseph  Gurion 
answered  the  call.  Despite  his  youth,  he 
rose  to  the  rank  of  Sergeant  where  he 
soon  showed  evidence  of  his  ability  to 
lead  men. 

Peace  brought  him  back  to  construc- 
tive work,  both  in  the  field  of  agriculture 
and  in  the  field  of  organization.  He  took 
an  active  part  in  establishing  the  His- 
tadruth.  In  1924,  he  was  one  of  a group 
oi'  nine  who  founded  the  Kvutza  Giva 
where  he  makes  his  home  today.  With 
the  forming  of  two  branches  of  the  His- 
tadruth,  ‘Nil-’  and  the  Workers’  Bank, 
cnee  more  Gurion  acted  on  the  organi- 
zation committees.  The  government  took 
notice  of  his  organizing  talents  and  to- 
day he  is  a member  on  two  government 
advisory  boards  dealing  with  agricultural 
problems. 

In  the  two  months  since  his  arrival  in 
America,  Mr.  Gurion  has  already  won 
for  himself  the  title,  ‘The  Man  From  the 
Emek’  by  virtue  of  bis  frank  descriptive 
talks  on  what  has  taken  place  and  what 
is  happening  today  in  the  National 
Homeland.  Newspaper  reports  indicate 
that  his  visit  will  be  a treat  for  Ottawa 
Jewry. 

Dr.  H.  Dover  is  Chairman  of  this 
year’s  campaign  with  Dr.  A.  Slone  act- 
ing as  Vice-Chairman.

THE  CHAOS  CALLED  CULTURE 

One  of  the  most  vaunted  criteria  of  the  progress 
of  modern  civilization  has  been  the  advancement  of 
education.  When,  toward  the  end  of  the  era  of  medaie- 
val  autocracy,  the  privilege  of  education  began  to  be 
extended  more  widely,  and  the  value  of  wisdom  more 
generally  acknowledged,  the  highest  encomium  that 
could  be  pronounced  upon  a tyrannical  monarch  was 
‘enlightened  despot.’  But  the  added  quality  of  ‘enlight- 
enment’ seldom  mitigated  the  degree  of  despotism.  It 
was  only  after  such  portentous  events  as  the  French 
Revolution,  and  the  first  signs  that  the  new-born  babe 
of  Democracy  was  destined  to  live,  that  the  world 
began  to  pay  unhesitating  homage  to  Education,  as  the 
character-builder  of  humanity.  The  new  era  of  thinking 
and  writing  that  marked  the  eighteenth  and  early 
nineteenth  centuries,  coming  simultaneously  with  the 
gradual  emancipation  of  nations  and  peoples,  convinced 
historians  of  the  day  that  the  prophecy  of  Epictetus, 
the  Greek  philosopher-slave,  had  come  true.  For  Epic- 
tetus had  denied  the  enslaving  principle  that  ‘only  free 
men  shall  be  educated.’  He  said,  ‘Only  educated  men 
shall  be  free !’ 

The  fateful  times  in  which  we  are  living  are  most 
anomalous.  The  most  unscrupulous  enslavers  of  human 
beings  today,  are  educated  men.  Every  second  minister 
in  Hitler’s  cabinet  is  a ‘Professor’  or  at  least  a ‘Doktor’. 
The  vicious  idea  of  the  stigmatized  ‘ghetto-benches’ 
was  conceived  in  Polish  universities.  And  official 
reports  from  Rumania,  last  week,  brought  the  para- 
doxical tidings  of  King  Carol’s  assurance  that  ‘there 
will  be  no  Anti- Jewish  violence’  in  his  great  country, 
and  also  descriptions  of  bestial  beatings  and  shameless 
brutality  against  girl  students  in  the  medical  univer- 
sity of  Bucharest! 

One  is  tempted  to  ask,  ‘What’s  wrong  with  educa- 
tion?’ We  must  answer  that  nothing  is  wrong  with 
education.  It  is  just  that  education  is  not  enough! 
Moral  decency,  intellectual  honesty  are  the  essentials 
for  really  fruitful  culture.  And  these  precious  ingre- 
dients are  still  lacking  in  the  modern  scheme  of 
‘educating.’ 

Education  is  not  always  the  criterion  of  an  ad- 
vancing civilization.  Education  needs  certain  criteria 
for  its  own  justification.  An  older  Rabbi  once  asked  a 
younger  colleague,  ‘Was  hast  du  gelerent?’  The  young- 
exuberant  Rabbi  immediately  answered,  ‘Ich  hab  Tal- 
mud gelerent !’  Whereupon  the  aged  scholar  quietly 
queried,  ‘Aber  was  hatt  der  Talmud  ihnen  gelerent? 

It  would  be  well  for  educators  to  ponder  the 
question:  what  is  education  doing  for  mankind?  And 
then  teach  accordingly.
